La Catedrale Agustin Barrios 


La Catedrale is one of Barrios' most popular compositions for guitar. 
The introduction uses a rhythmic bass of dotted quaver/semi quaver, a pattern 
frequently employed by baroque composers and later by Romantics, above all 
to depict cavalcades. The introduction is followed by an allegro movement, 
written essentially with a single melodic line in perpetual motion. 


Sonata for Guitar Mario Castelnuovo-Tadesco 


Although Castelnuovo-Tadesco composed a variety of operas, film 
scores, chamber and orchestral music, he was best known for his guitar 
compositions. The Sonata in D major is a popular work. The last movement 
lives up to its name - vivo ed energico - and contains a number of virtuostic 
flourishes. It was composed in 1934 and is one of his earliest works. 


Aria (from Bachianas Brasileiras No. 5) Heitor Villa-Lobos 


Written in 1935, this piece explores the tonal possibilities of the guitar 
with the addition of a soprano vocal line. The wordless, vocalized melody of 
the opening has become one of the most celebrated passages of all Brazilieran 
music: its simple beauty and romanticism have an appeal which transcend 
period and nationality. The central section sets in declamation the words of a 
nocturne by poetess and singer Ruth Valadares Carréa who gave the first 
performance in 1939.

Sonata in D minor Johannes Brahms 


Completed in 1888 Brahms' Sonata represents the best the composer 
has to offer in this genre. The opening sounds almost classical in its intensity, 
in its melodic invention, and its rhythmic and harmonic accompaniment. The 
second movement is, by contrast, lyrical. The motif serves as the core of the 
movement, but what follows is not so much a repetition of a melodic idea as a 
development of it, a constant variation of a basic unit consisting of brief 
melody and rhythmic figure.

Kugucheva at the Royal Conservatory of Music where she received her ARCT 
in Piano Performance and with Patricia Parr at the Faculty of Music, 
University of Toronto, where she received her Bachelor of Music in 
Performance. She has won numerous awards and scholarships, including the 
W.O. Forsyth Memorial Graduation Scholarship from The University of 
Toronto. This past summer, she studied at the Orford Festival with Menahem 
Pressler and was a finalist in the KBS Symphony Concerto Competition in 
Seoul. Sorim currently teaches piano at the University Settlement Music 
School while continuing her studies with Patricia Parr. This coming fall, she 
will further her studies at either Indiana University or Boston University where 
she has been accepted into the Master of Music in Piano Performance Program.
